%4 third independent body, with agents operating uaroughout
the world, is Central Intelligence Agency, which Prasldent
iipehhower inherited frou the preceding administration. Formerly
under the jurisdiction of the Department of Defense, (LA now
enjoys a conpletely autanomous status, reporiing only to ine
Prasident. aven its budgst is exempt from Uongressional approvel
and review, and is allotted by the President from special funds.

“In kurope and other overseas posts, American Ambassadors
face tne difficult task of working with representatives from ail
tiree of these powerful independent ageicies, none oI them Subject
to State Department diseinline or direct control. Each, by his
very functions, is continually making impact upon the execution
of American policy abroad. He i1s interpreting that policy to
foreigners. uut ne works on lines of authority which constantly
oypass the .iate Department, and its Ambassador. If tae #0A or
USIA or Cli representative is cooperative and a "tean" man, no
serious differences of policy will usually arise between nimsell
and tie imbassador. But it is the officious, seli-important ass,
clothed for the Lirst ti:e in his dreary life with governmental
authority, who makes irouble for the utate Departaent.”
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
